CONFLICTING 
BLBMCNT* 


CTIIIVE rom TM« MABTBMV. 


Samoa may be likened to a cauldron 


in which several contacting elements 
seetiu* and strive for mastery. 
This 


ha* beea tke normal condition of tke 
islands sine* they became known to 
tke eivi)lied world, says the Fortnight 
ly Review. During the last few years 
th*re ha* beea a r«iga of outward and 
comparative calm, but this is now 
threatened with rude termination. 
I 


would be unfair to tax either the na 
lives or any one of the three protect 
iag powers with sol* reaponafbllity for 
such denouement—the natural 
se- 


quence of such an inappropriate and 
artificial system of government which 
hM only been tolerated thus long be- 
cause anything seemed preferable to 
changes likely to reawaken dormant 
jealousies. A crisis having 
arisen 


Germany, M usual, appeared best pre- 
pared to meet it; but, contrary 
to 


general expectation, the ha*, as ten 
year* ago, faltered to take full advan 
tage of her opportunities. 
Whether 


this hesitation should be credited to 
treaty scruples or apprehensions* 
foreign opposition. U would be vain to 
inquire.- .Vet at the same time it is 
well to remember that Germany hM at 
present at her command in Polynesian 
waters a naval squadron of quite un- 
usual strength, strangely reminiscent 
both as regards power and occasion, 
of the concentration ot 1888, which WM 
intended to hasten Samoan annexation 
but ended only in disaster and total 
wreck. 


Samoa -is quite capable of supplying 


all the immediate needs of her chil- 
dren, even in their present state of 
(juasi-reflnemenL Although Christian- 
ity is general, and the Samoans are 
being gradually-weaned from their 
primitive customs, their progress to- 
ward "civilization"—as understood . by 
the trader—is lamentably slow. Fam- 
ily pride and objection to sustained la- 
bor are the Samoans' equivalent for 
caste: They are gastronomes after' a 
fashion, bat the luxuriant vegetation 
and fertility, of theie lands, together 
with the many products of their pro- 
lific waters, provide every necessary 
for'a well-nourished and healthful ex- 
istences. For all clothing, also, which 


essential on the score of climate, 


decoration or decency, Samoa ia suf- 
ficient to the Samoans. "Tonga," or 
flne mats, are precious heirlooms, and 
scarcely less valuable in native esti- 
mation are the lava-lavas of "saipe," 
the cloth made of the Inner bark ot 
the paper mulberry tree, which, with 
garlands of berries and sweet-Bmelliqg 
flowers, Wve M ceremonial attire. ' 


The white residents In TJpolu—for 


that is the only island in which they 
settle, except as occasional units—sel- 
dom exceed 420 in number. About 60 
per cent are British subjects, English 
pr colonial born, not a 
few being 


"beachcombers" of the types familiar 
to readers of fiction, and consequently 
meriting but slight regard 
in 
t 


councils of tie motherland. 
Others 


have achieved more or less success as 
owners or 'managers of plantations, 
while a third and considerable section 
share with the members of other na- 
tionalities connection with the Apia 
stores. The Germans resident in Sa- 
moa number only about 120, but, gen- 
erally speaking, they possess greater 
influence and are more lavishly blessed 
with the world's goods than their 
British or American rival*. From the 
very beginning they suffered under no 
restriction* in procuring imported la- 
bor, whereas the other whites for 
many years were prohibited 
from 


equivalent rights. Thus during a con- 
siderable perior the Germans in Samoa 
enjoyed a practical monopoly, which 
proved the foundation of their exporf 
trade.

The 
two men met. and in a few weeks were 
oa aa intimate footing. Mr. Stephens 
had a genial manner, splendid intel- 
lect, and brilliant conversational abil- 
ities. Lord Roaebery was much .at- 
tached to JOm, aad they spent much 
time together. Toward the end of the 
Englishman's stay he accepted th* in- 
vitation °f Mr. Stephens and cam* for 
a few weeks to the patriarchal home- 
stead near this town. Crawfordvllle 
was then in it* swaddling clothes, and 
a fla* specimen of'the quiet American 
country town. Lord Rosebery was 
charmed with the hospitality of the 
people and the many quaint charap- 
tera he found here, and declared' he 
had spent one of the pleaaantest times 
In the history of bis life. Among oth- 
er interesting things which Stephens 
showed him was some natural ink, 
which flows ^from a peculiar spring at 
thejMse of Kennesaw mountain, near 
Marietta. Ga., and which he used for 
ail purposes of record and correspond' 
enee. The liquid was a little heavier 
than the manufactured article, but left 
a permanent stain, which made It a 
valuable agent where documents were 
to be preserved. .Lord Rosebery finally 
returned home, and kept up a con- 
stant correspondence with Mr. Steph- 
ens until the tatter's death. A few 
days since the heirs of the former vice 
president received a. letter from the 
ex-premier asking that some of the 
ink b* bottled and sent to him, aa he 
wished to exhibit it to his friends and 
adopt it tor bis personal use, if prac- 
ticable. His request was complied 
with, and in a few day» the Ink will 
arrive in England and be shown 
around as a natural freak from the 
United States.

There 
are several items in this bill In which 
the Sioux were interested, and they 
were anxious to see that they got 
through the senate. Hailstones'craned 
his neck looking for Senator Platt. He 
had heard much about the New York 
chief, and without knowing just who 
lie was he thought that Platt might 
possibly be one of the Sioux tribe. 
Senator Platt soon came Into the 
chamber. And one of the capitol guides 
who knew the Indians pointed out th« 
New York senator. Hailstones In- 
spected him critically from afar, and 
said: 


"Umph! He no Sioux. White man."

Well, the milking was 
finished, and the milk wax poured 
wlthlB u*. It was a bitter cold -Bight 
IB midwinter, aad to prevent the milk 
from freeclng we were left with the 
epw» and tbe farmarcovered ua with 
borse blankets and straw, taking care, 
BOwever, that the covers were Jaot 
down tight, in order as the farmer ex- 
plained, that the animal beat might 
weape. Well, the winter wore away 
aad the summer came. With the re- 
tan ot warm weather, the farmer ot 
coarse adopted different tactics. After 
milking wa* over, instead of being cov- 
ered, we were placed upon tbe cool 
aide ot the cow stable to be IB read- 
IBM* for the creamery In the morning. 
Upon our arrival at the creamery tie 
lamer w*s in too much ot a hurry to 
empty our content*, so we "were left 
la th* sweltering sun until noon. By 
this time the milk had become- so sow 
•and thick that It was with a great deal 
of coaxing the bog* could be induced 
to drink it. The housewife being away. 
the servant took charge of us and went 
through the motions of cleaning us. 
I could feel something around the 
•earns of my interior.- One of my com- 
panions looked and said there was A 
yellow scum in which there were mil- 
lions on millions of tiny plants which 
were multiplying with almost incred- 
,lble rapidity. The IndiTidual bavtng 
me In charge became more and more^ 
Indifferent pae night I wa* filled with 
milk, the purity ol which was un- 
questioned. But soon the bacteria be- 
gan their labors ot destruction, mul- 
tiplying at an alarming rate. In the 
•morning I was taken to the creamery 
with my unclean contents. I was cer- 
tain the milk would be rejected by the 
butter-maker; but In ^SB unguarded 
moment it -was emptied Into- th* weigh 
•can and thence went through the dif- 
ferent receptacle* until It reached the 
cream Tat. The next morning as the 
butter-maker entered the creamery, a 
foreign odor greeted him, and became 
stronger as he came nearer tb* vat. He 
began stirring and tasting and smell- 
ing, until ho was convinced that the 
.butter made from that cream would

aource. But be went on with tbe work 
And tbe butter was made and packed. 
It so happened that my owner re- 
ceived a Jar ot this butter. Dinner 
time came, and the tanner was the 
ifirst to us* the butter.

"What's tbe matter with this 
butter? I never tasted . such 
stuff! 


Why, It i* strong enough to walk! If 
that butter-maker Is going to make 
that kind of butter, I'll speak to the

I-venture to say that the 
large machine-filling'apparatus would 
waste, at-least,-two quarts per 40; al- 
though I*h*» had no experience with 
It One experience with the breakage 
of bottles (w* have delivered a part of 
our milk in bottles since 1886) is about 
as follows: For every bottle delivered 
daily it will be necessary to bay two 
new botflea yearly, or a little more; 
that is, if one delivers 160 quarts dally 
in bottles, he will need to buy 300 new 
bottles per year. There is considerable 
extra expense about delivering milk In 
bottles, but modern trade conditions 
are calling more and more for their 
use.. The milk bottle iff one of thoM 
modern inventions for consuming the 
i~roflu of a '"btisiness. The mai who 
sells a two-cent yeast cake at- the pres- 
ent day, not only must wrap it in tin 
foil, but also furnish a gummed envel- 
ope to preserve the tin foil from tb* 
atmosphere.

You -will need two augers tor stump 


work,; a two-inch pae and an. inch 
and a half one; the tworinch one rosy 
be in old auger past its usefulness for 
wood work; the smaller auger should 
be * good one to boro through the tap 
or center root; get your blacksmith to 
splice Tour augers.so they will be four 
f*et long: also get him to sharpen an 
end-gate rod to thrust under the stump 
and locate the center root; this must 
be bored through'with the small auger 
or halt the stump-,will blow out, leav- 
ing the other half in the ground. The 
essential thing is to get the charge 
"directly under the center 
of the 


stump; you had better put under too 
much dynamite than too little, the 
amount depending *"n sixa and age ot 
stump and nature of soil. If "a very 
large stump is to -be blown out bore 
holes from three or tour sides, rang- 
ing them so the bottom of all the holes 
will come within six inches ot each 
other and be near the. center; or In 
•OEM cases whew the stump has very 
large spur or side roots the boles may 
cross nwr each other to g«t part ot the 
•barge under the spurs; yon can safely 
count on all the charge exploding If 
within a toot, of the part, having the 
cap attached, .but I like to get thorn a* 
close aa possible.

cleanliness Is the one great demand. 
The war against dirt and hence against 
bacteria and vfrminls a iffsr that will 
know no end. Let 710, man. suppoen 
that he can cleanse hk houses and pens 
and trutrt them to keep clean. The bat- 
tle must be fought over and over again 
and the successful pouHryman is the 
determined fighter- Tbe first campaign 
must be made against lice and mites. 
Whitewashing the pens Is supposed to 
be a great remedy, and without' doubt 
it is a good one, but it is possible fox 
the pens to be kept clear of lice with- 
out the use of lime. We -realize thf 
fact that whitewashing has Its disad- 
vantages. Not only doe> the pen soon 
get to looking vary dirty inside, on ac- 
count of all dirt showing on the white 
background, but very often the pens 
become a nuisance in that one. cannot 
step inside them without having tb« 
marks remain on his clothes. There 
are washes that may be used and b« 
quite effective as lime. The man that 
has a sprayer can use it easily in hii 
chicken house and thoroughly wet all 
exposed surfaces. All cracks should be 
obliterated and thiS is not a hard thing 
to do if the" poultry raiser has a prop- 
erly iraflt house. But whether lime or 
something else be used the work must 
be carefully followed up. It is even 
best to repeat the labor frequently, ev- 
en if there be no s^gns ot the little 
monsters. Their very minuteness Is a 
tremendous advantage given them by 
nature, and an advantage that lays up- 
on us the necessity of eternal warfare, 


New York Milk Tract. 


The attempt to form a big milk trust 


to handle all of the milk that comes to 
the city has not been completed. yet, 
writes a contributor to the Country 
Gentleman.- The original plan called 
for a capital of 115,000.000 for the_pur-1 
pose of consolidating the milk concerns 
of the city, but it is likely now that' 
more money will have to be forthcom- 
ing before the consolidation take! 
place. At present there are two com- 
binations ot dealers besides the so-call- 
ed trust that seeks to control the milk 
supply ot Greater New York. One Is 
made up of Harlem milk dealers and 
the other Is a combination of dealers 
on the west side. Tie general expec- 
tction Is that these two combination! 
will be merged Into the one big consol- 
idation after the first of January. The 
object of consolidation given by then 
dealers is that by uniting their effort! 
they can cut down expense* at least M 
per c*nt It is claimed by them that 
the price will not be increased to the 
consumer, nor decreased to U»e farm- 
ers. But there Is plenty of room for 
doubt as to the ultimate purpose of 
the consolidation. Certainly the farm- 
ers need to organise it the consolidat- 
ed milk dealers attempt to regulate 
prices according to their own ideas of 
what thfe producers should receive

Of course, ona 
trial was valueless^ because of indi- 
yidual variations In temperament, and 
the only way to obtain results of any 
scientific value is to calculate averages 
from an immense number of experi- 
ments- This I propcse to do, but it 
will take me two or three years at 
least I have been at it now for only 
8, few months, and the thing that ha* 
impressed me most Is the very dexter- 
ous, use to which young children pat 
their limited stock of words. As a 
rule, an intelligent child of say 6 wi!3 
give a better and more vivid descrip- 
tion of people and things than one cj 
^. The additional words which th« 
older youngster employs usually tends 
to obscure the point. Some very in- 
teresting experiments might certainly 
be carried oat in th» same line with 
adults, and I am persuaded they would 
demonstrate that the average person 
of the middle class has a much smaller 
vocabulary than is generally supposed. 
It is surprising how few words som« 
folks manage to tumble through Uf« 
with."

KMMthing crown on 
the land and plowed In to 111 tbe soil 
with humus and other forma of plant 
food. The pea family has been proven 
to be tbe very best possible for this 
purpose. I shall plant one-fifth of my 
farm every year In peas, gather what 
I want for food and seed, and plow 
under the balance. Titus will I rest 
my whole farm one-year IB tve. bat 
will also fertilize It, so I am sure the 
other fonr-iftha will in tbe lone run 
make me more stuf than the whole 
would have done, and thus I can keep 
up indefinitely the fertility of my soil. 


Pea is the crop best suited for this 


and for many reasons I prefer the 
whip-poor-will pea because it stands 
our hot. dry climates better than any 
I have eve» trtod, Jt-la-a bunch pec 
and easy to cultivate cad harvest- It 
is a quick matnrlac pea and will 
make good crops eve* if planted In 
June, and Is the best .pea to- follow 
oats. It Is a good table 'pea and is 
splendid for any amd all kind* of 
stock; will produce «• or SO bttshels 
per acre, and the vines cut and cured 
as hay will make two or three tons 
per acre of splendid hay, equal to the 
best raised anywhere. 


To plant and cultivate them, don't 


sow them on stubble land nor yet In 
com rows. Give them fall possession 
ot your ground. They are worthy~ljf- 
yonr best land.and best care. Break 
up tbe ground early tn the spring and 
barrow-U oft nicely; harrow after 
every rain. This will keep down 
weeds and grass, potthe-so.il la fine 
tilth and conserve the moisture in the 
soil. About tbe first of May drill them 
with a planter, or by hand, fifteen or 
eighteen inches in the row. and rows 
three and a halt feet apart Hoe and 
plow as you would corn. I use a ia-

gather the first crop in sacks as you 
do cotton. In a few weeks the second 
crop will come on and begin to ripen. 
When the top leave* begin to turn 
yellow, by which you will know they 
have done their year's work, cut them 
down. Ton can do this with a mow- 
ing machine, a grass blade or a sharp 
bbe^A hand can. with a sharp hoe 
'cut down as many acres aa be can hoe 
cotton, and it is no heavier work. Let 
them lie on tbe ground two days, 
then put them In small shocks, and in 
two more days they can be hauled In 
and housed, or can be stacked * about 
a pole, being capped with bay or caur 
fodder. 


Win Worm Im Can. 


v,All'that:]* really known about the 
beat methods to get rid of .wire worms 
can be told in a very few words, name- 
ly, that no effective method of killing 
the worms during any given season 
bas ever yet been discovered, although 
the subject has been fully discu&sed in 
almost every state in the union and 
every kingdom in Europe. We would 
be glad to see the, experiment of cov- 
ering it with horse manure repeated 
and the results reported, says an ex- 
change. 


The wire worm is the,larvae of the 


"click" beetle, a beetle that has the 
•power of striking a segment of Its 
body on some hard dubstance in sneh 
a way as to make quite a noise. The 
beetles lay their eggs in old pastor**, 
in' sloughs, in marshes, and the larvae 
or-worms eat almost any kind of grain 
or true grass. There are eight differ- 
ent varieties «f them so nearly alike 
that only an entomolotlat can readily 
distinguish them. When a slouch or 
other piece of bind infested Is broken 
up, tbe wormi; baying nothing to eat 
but the undecayed roots of grasses and 
the grains planted, concentrate their 
effort* on the grain, whether corn or 
wheat, and as they live from two to 
tbree yean in the larval stage It Is 
difficult to deal wtth them lucceasfally 
in one season." Effort* have-bean made 
to poison them by soaking the com 
In arsenic or Paris green, but the 
beetles got .tat'on that Strychnine 
does not seem to affect them. Salt, 
copperas, t»r, lime, turpentine and ker- 
osene have all been tried and •with- 
out effect Kerosene emulsion, which 
kills most insects, had but little elect 
on the wire worm; Salt has been ap- 
plied at the rate of l.MO pounds to the 
acre. Xainit ana muriate of potash 
do little good; gat1 lime would prob- 
ably destroy them; so would bisul- 
phide of carbon; but the cost would 
be more than the crop. 


The beat thing we can sucfett la to: 


put the land in clover and allow H to 
stand tor two years. By this time tbe 
larvae or worms already In tbe soil 
will nave cone through their traasfer- 
matlon, and as there U no Inducement 
for tbe beetles to lay cccs ia that field 
any longer you will be through with 
them. In other words, clover is not a 
true grata crop, and as we understand 
it the worms do not .feed on It; there- 
fore by using clover you can starve 
them out and there will be no new 
crop coming on.

STUDENTS IN JAPAN. 


COIOUCATION UNKNOWN BX~ 


CEPT IN PUBLIC SCHOOL*. 


It was nearly 1.MO yean ago that 


Uw Imperial Japanese university was 
opeaed for the lactructioa ot youths 
of the nobility, wriua Rokura Naka- 
sako. la the Johas Hopkins University 
Newt letter. 
The courses offered 


were la history, moral philosophy. 
Jurisprudence and mathematics. Be- 
sides, the arts ot aMdiclne, soothsay- 
ing, almanac making, writing and 
palatine were Introduced from time to 
time. Many young men were also Beat 
by the govenmeat to study abroad. 
Later on. about MO or Mt years ago, 
the political condition of the country 
bad changed entirely aad the country 
was divided up Into so many petty 
principalities, whose heads were, al- 
though nominally subject to the throne 
ot the one and the same everlasting 
royal family, continually engaged In 
warfare among themselves, and who 
had no leisure to pay attention to the 
cultivation of art and science. Then 
the education pasted Into the bands 
of Buddhist monks, end the higher 
culture was only preserved within the 
Buddhist temples. About MO years 
ago,, with the unification of th* coun- 
try under tbe royal sovereignty, 
schools and seminaries were again* 
established everywhere, and education 
of the sons and daughter* of the no- 
bles and warriors was given, not only 
In the peaceful arts and literature, but 
also la military drills. Indeed, the 
art of fencing was the most prominent 
task in these seminaries. lathemean- 
jwhjle tbe sons and daughters ot mer- 
(ehants and peasants continued to get 
education through the Buddhist monks. 


Thus my readers will be prepared to 


understand how the religion (Budd- 
hism) and the education were so in- 
timately interwoven among the mer- 
chants and peasant*, and how the war- 
like spirit aad the belles-lettres were 
fo Inseparably amalgamated and de- 
veloped into the -spirit of chivalry 
which we are so proud of and which 
we call tbe "YamatoSamashle." In this 
connection it may aot be uninteresting 
to quote what that great Commodore 
Perry says in the introduction to his 
report of the United States Japan ex- 
pedltlon— "Xavier says tbat in his day 
there were, four academies 'la or near 
Miako (Kyoto), each having between 
1,000 
and 4,000 pupils; and be adds 


that much larger numbers were taught 
at an institution near the city of Ban- 
done, and tbat such seminaries were 
universal throughout 
the 
empire. 


There would seem to be something like 
a common school system, for Meylau 
states that children of both sexes and 
of all ranhware invariably >- sent to 
rudimentary schools. Here the pupils 
are all taught to read and write and 
are initiated into some knowledge of 
tbe history of their own country. This 
much tbe meanest peasant child ia ex- 
pected to learn. There are Immense 
numbers of cheap, easy books con- 
tinually Issuing from the Japanese 
press. Books innumerable of a higher 
order are provided for the rich, and 
all, of both kinds, are profusely illus- 
trated with wood cuts, so that in our 
modern inventions of stereotyping and 
printing in colors and in our manu- 
facture of cheap literature for the peo- 
ple generally, Japan baa anticipated 
us by centuries. 
Heading la a. fa- 


vorite occupation with both sexes, and 
It Is said to be common ia Japan to 
see, when the weather permits, a 
group of ladies and gentlemen seateS 
by a cool, running stream, or In a 
shady grove, each with a book."

After being grad- 
uated from these college* they must 
still fulfill one year's military service, 
after which they get the rank of sec- 
ond lieutenant of the laadwehr. Then 
they are left free either to continue 
in military service or to pursue or- 
dinary civil life. Thus the combina- 
tion of warlike occupation and liter- 
ary study which was existing la old 
Japan on so crotosqne a scale Is vow 
belnx revived, compelled by tbe In- 
ternational relations of new Japan, un- 
der a better form. The habit of eol- 
leco students of Japan ia very rough 
and coarse and they utterly lack the 
refined fentlemanlittMs of tbe Johns 
Hopkins studente. The emphasis laid 
on the military drill tend* to make 
them combative and it is not infre- 
quent that a whole class combines la 
•«V "strike," as they call It end refuse 
to attend a certain unpopular profsa- 
aor's recitation, thus compelling the 
trustees to dismiss that particular pro- 
fessor.
